HISTORICAL  STATEMENT, 


Western  Reserve  College  was  chartered  February  7,  1826, 
and  located  in  the  town  of  Hudson,  Ohio.  The  charter  gives 
the  Board  of  Trustees  power  to  "  erect  additional  departments 
for  the  study  of  any  or  all  of  the  professions."  The  academ- 
ical department  was  established  in  1826  ;  the  preparatory 
department  in  1827;  the  theological  department  was  opened  in 
1828  and  continued  until  1859.  A  medical  department  was 
opened  in  1843  in  Cleveland,  and  was  transferred  in  1884  to 
the  Trustees  of  the  Western  Reserve  University.  The  gradu- 
ates of  the  academical  department  number  over  six  hundred, 
and  those  of  the  medical  department  over  seventeen  hundred. 

In  1880,  the  late  Mr.  Amasa  Stone,  of  Cleveland,  proposed 
to  give  the  College  five  hundred  thousand  dollars,  provided  it 
would  remove  to  Cleveland,  occupy  some  suitable  site  to  be 
donated  by  the  citizens  of  Cleveland,  and  change  its  name  to 
"  Adelbert  College  of  Western  Reserve  University."  Mr. 
Stone  proposed  further,  that  of  the  sum  of  money  offered  by 
him,  one  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars  should  be  expended 
in  buildings,  and  the  remainder  added  to  the  permanent  endow- 
ment of  the  College.  The  Board  of  Trustees  accepted  these 
conditions,  and  the  College  was  removed  to  Cleveland  in  Sep- 
tember, 1882.  Two  buildings  were  erected;  one  of  stone  con- 
taining all  the  rooms  necessary  for  the  work  of  instruction,  with 
chapel,  library,  and  museum,  and  one  of  brick,  containing 
apartments  for  sixty  students.  In  1883  the  sum  of  one  hun- 
dred thousand  dollars  was  added  to  the  funds  of  the  College  by 
the  will  of  Mr.  Stone. 

The  .preparatory  department  remains  at  Hudson,  under  the 
name  of  Western  Reserve  Academy,  and  occupies  the  buildings 
and  grounds  formerly  occupied  by  the  academical  department. 

In  1884,  the  Green  Spring  Academy,  at  Green  Spring,  San- 
dusky Co.,  Ohio,  was  organized  as  a  preparatory  department  of 
the  College.
